Sparks from Father Mark 

Last week Fr. Mark wrote about the importance of being life-long learners of 
the faith, and he mentioned some on-line courses available through Boston 
College. I have taken several of these courses, so he asked me to share with 
you how they have enriched my understanding of the faith. 

Boston College is a Jesuit College in (guess where) Boston. The C21 
(Century 21) Program is part of the School of Theology and Ministry; it is 
designed to offer low-cost, non-credit on-line courses for spiritual renewal 
and ongoing faith formation. The courses I have taken have been simply 
excellent. They are conducted in an easy to follow, on-line “town meeting” 
format. The participants are from all over the world and all walks of life. 
The facilitators are helpful and personable, and they challenge you to go 
beyond your present thinking. 

My first and favorite course was Encountering Mark, Matthew, and Luke, the 
Synoptic Gospels, by Fr. Michael Himes and Richard Cunningham. There 
were video presentations, good study guides, and plenty of opportunities to 
share our insights with one another and the facilitators. This six-week 
course took my understanding of the Gospels to a whole new depth. Most 
importantly we learned about context, the way things were at the time of 
Christ, which so deepened our understanding of why certain things 
happened the way they did. 

I went on to take some of the C21 mini courses, such as, The Death of 
Jesus: Four Gospel Accounts, and The Birth of Jesus: Two Gospel Accounts. 
These mini courses are great because they are self-paced and free. 

Another enriching course was What Makes us Catholic? by Thomas H. 
Groome. This was actually two courses, each four weeks long, based on 
Groome’s book by the same name. The main thing I learned in this series 
was the importance of continually “mining the treasure” of Scripture and 
Tradition, always going deeper, learning more, carrying on tradition, yet 
being open to newness. Thomas Groome is a very colorful writer and 
teacher; I believe he is from Scotland and has this intriguing accent that 
makes you want to listen. He is a leader in the reform of Christian 
education. 

This year I plan to take Sacraments in Catholic Life, by Dr. Jennifer Bader, 
which begins in October.

What message does an inmate want to hear? 

If we had to list just ONE thing that makes jail ministry a 
meaningful way to reach out, it would be that the people 
who attend these programs want to be there. The 
opportunity to attend is a choice and an earned privilege. 
For some, this choice means being outcast by other 
inmates. Certainly the path to follow Christ presents 
unique challenges if you find yourself “behind bars.” Just 
what are these men and women hoping to hear? One 
message, in particular, is sure to bring light to an 
inmate’s eyes... Imagine for a moment that Jesus sits 
among us in the circle with these folks. He says, “Let me 
show you how important each soul is to Me. Think of Me 
in My humanity—I know firsthand the pull of temptation, 
suffering, and anguish. Now let’s say that Satan offered 
Me every soul on earth, but one. I could escape the cross 
by stepping away from the chance to save this one soul— 
even though this one might reject Me and be lost anyway. 
Would I be tempted? Consider that this one soul was 
yours. What do you think I would say? I assure you, I 
said NO. My suffering was for YOU.” Interesting, it’s the 
same message you and I yearn to hear! Christ’s endless 
mercy may be beyond our understanding, but its 
evidence knows no bounds, not even the walls of a jail 
cell.
